IO.—The cerem ony of 
the coronation of Pope Piu s X took 
place Su nday in the basilica of S t 
P eter's in the presence of the princes 
and high dignitaries of the chu rch, 
diplom ats and Roman nobles, and w ith 
all the solem nity of splendor associat­ 
ed with this, the most m agnificent rite 
in the Roman Catholic chu rch, 
As C ardinal Macchi, the dean of the 
cardinal-deacons, 
placed 
t he „ triple 
crown on the head of the venerable 
pontiff, the throng of seventy thou sand 
persons gathered w ithin the cathedral 
bu rst into u nrestrained acclam ations, 
the choir intoned a hymn of triu m ph 
and the bells of Rome rang ou t a Joy­ 
fu l peal. 
It is fifty-seven years since the Ro­ 
m ans and Eu rope assisted at su ch a 
fu nction at St. P eter's. 
Tile great 
basilica, popu larly su pposed never to 
have been qu ite fu ll, was overflowing 
with hu m anity. 
The papal throne, a 
bew ildering m ixtu re of gold, red and 
! silver, was erected in front of the high 
! altar. All the available standing space 
I w ithin the cathedral was divided into 
sections by wooden barriers, which to 
a certain extent k ept the vast crowd 
in order. W hen the doors w ere opened 
the 
inru sh was terifflc, m any 
who 
' started from the bottom of the steps 
J ou tside were lifted off their feet and 
! carried into the cathedral. 
It was a 
i great hu m an torrent let loose, thou ­ 
sands of people ru shing, cru shing and 
squ eezing 
am id 
scream s, 
protests, 
gesticu lation and cries for help. 
Bu t 
once in the whirlpool there was no 
escape and the com pactness of the 
1 crowd proved to he the safety of those 
cau ght in It. 
W omen fainted In com­ 
paratively 
large nu m bers and 
even 
mon were overcom e by the heat, bu t 
no seriou s accidents w ere reported. 
, F ortu nately there were very few chil­ 
dren present. 
A fter their entrance 
the people had fu rther long hou rs of 
waiting, and it is com pu ted that the 
m ajority were on their feet aR ogether 
ten hou rs, Ave before the cerem ony 
and another five hou rs while it lasted 
On 
the appearance of the 
pontiff 
him self it seem s as thou gh the peo­ 
ple wou ld seek to carry him in their 
arm s, so great was their enthu siasm 
The scene presented on his raodnticg 
the throne formed a m agnificent pic­ 
tu re to which no pen cou ld do Ju stice. 
The central figu re vras the venerable 
pontiff seated on the throne. 
Two 
lines of cardinals clad In silver and 
•Scarlet reached to the high altar with 
its bu rden of bu rning candles and 
sacred vessels, while arou nd stood the 
papal 
gu ards, the pontifical 
cou rt, 
m onk s and officials. 
The cathedral 
was illu m inated with tw ink ling lights 
while the m arble colu m ns and walls 
rendered the color schem e m ore vivid. 
O verhead was the m ost m agnificent 
dome in the world, u p to which floated 
the harm ony of mu sic. 
From the throne Piu s X-. su rrou nd­ 
ed by his su ite, walk ed to the high 
altar standing over the crypt of St. 
Peter, into which m eanw hile Cardinal 
Macchi descended to pray. 
The ap­ 
pearance of the pope in that elevated 
position called forth another bu rst of 
enthu siasm . 
The pope then blessed 
the altar, and after saying the “indu l­ 
gent lam ,” the m aniple a symbol of the 
cord with which C hrist was ltou nd on 
his captu re, was placed, with great 
cerem ony, u pon the pope's arm . At the 
sam e tim e prayers for the coronation 
w ere recited by C ardinals V annu telll,, 
Mocennl, Agllardl and Satolli. 
R etu rn­ 
ing from the crypt Cardinal Macchi 
placed u pon the shou lders of the pope 
! the pontifical pallu m. 
“Receive this 
sacred palliu m as a symbol of the fu l- 
! ness of the pontificate office in honor 
of Almighty God. the moat gloriou s 
Virgin Mary, His M other, the blessed 
apostles. St. P eter and St. Pau l, and 
th* Holy Roman Catholic chu rch.*’ 
M ass 
was then celebrated 
with 
great pomp and cerem ony, the voice of 
the pope becom ing gradu ally m ore 
firm and sonorou s u ntil it was even 
au dible in the roost distant corner of 
the im m ense chu rch. 
On the pope’s retu rn to the throne 
the cardinals offered their last obe­ 
dience to the pontiff, k issing his hands 
and feet. and receiving em brace by 
him tw ice in tu rn. 
The bishops and \ 
archbishops k issed his foot and right 
k nee, w hile the abbots k issed only his 
foot. 
The holy father than walk ed to 
the shrine of St. P eter for the cu lm in­ 
ating rites of the extrem ely fatigu ing 
cere aion y. 
The whole sacred college 
gathered abou t the pope, singing pales 
trinas while the choir bu rst forth into 
song. 
C ardinal Macchi then recited 
the “pater noster” and offeree; the foF j 
lowing prayer: 
"O m nipotent and ever eternal God, J 
dignitary of the clergy and au thor of j 
sovereignity, grant Thy servant. Piu s 


a , 
grace fru itfu lly to govern 
Thy 
chu rch so that be, who by Thy clem­ 
ency 
becomes and is crowned 
es 
father of k ings and rector of all the 
faithfu l, throu gh Thy wise disposition 
m ay govern well.*’ 
"Amen!** rang ou t from all corners 
of the cathedral, from the choir, the 
people, the clergy and the patricians. 
Cardinal Deacon Segna then raised the 
pontiff’s 
m itre, and Senior 
C ardinal 
Deacon M acchi placed on the w hite 
head the triple crown. 
At this mo­ 
m ent the chu rch was filled with the 
ringing of hells, the blowing of silver 
tru m pets, the triu m phant strains of 
the choir and acclam ations of the 
m u ltitu de -w hich 
cou ld 
not 
be 
re­ 
pressed. 
W hen com parative silence had been 
restored 
C ardinal M acchi 
addressed 
the pope in Latin, as follows: 
“Receive the tiara ornam ented with 
three crowns. 
R em em ber thou art 
the father of princes and k ings, the 
rector of the world, the vicar on earth 
of Ou r Saviou r, Jesu s C hrist, who is 
the honor and glory of all centu ries.” 
“A m en!” again bu rst frsrth from the 
concou rse. 
Pope Piu s was alm ost overcom e and 
had scarcely strength left to Im part 
the apostolic benediction. 
C ardinals 
Macchi and Segna granted a plenary 
indu lgence to all present, and the pro­ 
cession then reform ed and left the 
basilica in the sam e form as it came. 
The pope was visibly fatigu ed and his 
right hand shook as he raised it time 
afte r tim e to bestow his blessing.

A National law was passed creating: 
an irrigation fond out of the proceeds of 
the sale of pub lic lands in the arid 
States. 
After it lias b een used to con­ 
struct irrigation works, it is to b e re­ 
paid into the Treasury out of the income 
derived from the irrigated lands, and so 
used to construct more works of the 
same kind, constituting a sort of endless 
chain in extending the an'a of fertility . 
Ten millions of dollars, already accum 
alated in the fund, will b e expended at 
once in M ontana, Nevada, and Arizona. 
It is expected that b y these works one 


The State Board of Agriculture has 
had so much evidence that the Indiana 
farm er is reigning supreme in b usiness 
affairs of the State that it is b ending its 
energies to return to the original idea of 
the founders of the State Board of Ag 
rioulture and make the coming fair, to 
b e held at Indianapolis the week of Sep­ 
temb er 14, an exhib ition of particular 
worth for people from the farms ami 
smaller towns. 
For several y ears the 
Board lias b een catering to the interest 
of the city people b y offering special a t­ 
tractions for them, and it will have 
some this fall, b ut most of its attention 
is going to the farmer. 
The Board has b een let! into this idea 
b y the active demand from farmers aud 
live stock breeders for exhib ition accom­ 
modations on the Fair grounds, and b y 
the clamor for space on the part of 
m anufacturers of implements for farm 
nee. 
The m anufacturers have taken 
ab out all the space that is usually as­ 
signed to them. 
Some of these exhib its 
have b een granted space in the woods 
on the west side of the grounds. 
A 
numb er of m anufacturers cannot b e 
granted space until Secretary Charles 
Downey can cast ab out and make room 
for them, although he has written to 
these m anufacturers to send on their 
exhib its. 
The b uggy manufacturers, threshing 
machine aud coru-siim lder makers ai e 
coming to the State fair in force and 
there will b e a much larger machinery 
exhib it thau at any former fair.

Oy ster Bay ., N. Y., Aug. IO. —In a 
letter, the pub lication of which was 
authorized 
to-day , President 
Roose­ 
velt commends Governor Durb in of In­ 
diana, for the attitude he assumed r e 
cently respecting ly nching. The presi­ 
dent also emb races the opportunity to 
express his own views In reference 
to ly nching and mob violence, general­ 
ly , pointing out that mob violence is 
merely one form of anarchy and that 
anarchy is the forerunner of ty ranny . 
The president vigorously urges that 
the penalty for crimes that induce a 
resort to ly nching shall b e 
applied 
swiftly and surely , b ut b y due process 
of the courts, so that it may b e dem 
onstrated “that the law is adeq uate to 
deal with crime b y freeing it from 
every vestige of technicality and de­ 
lay .” 
President Roosevelt’s letter in full to 
Governor Durb in follows: 
Oy ster Bay , N. Y., Aug. I, 1903. 
My Dear Governor Durb in: 
Per 
snit me to thank y ou as an American 
citlsea for the admirab le way in which 
y ou have vindicated the m ajesty of the 
law b y y our recent action in reference 
to ly nching. 
I feel, my dear sir, that 
y ou have made all men y our deb tors 
who b elieve, as all far-seeing men 
must, that the well-b eing, indeed, the 
very 
existence, of the repub lic 
de­ 
pends upon that spirit of orderly lib ­ 
erty under the law which Is as incom 
patib le with mob violence us with any 
form of despotism. 
Of course, mob 
violence is simply one form of anar­ 
chy , and anarchy Is now, as it alway s 
has b een, the handmaiden and fore­ 
runner of ty ranny . 
I feel that y ou have not only re­ 
flected honor upon the State which for 
its good fortune has y ou as Its chief 
executive, b ut upon the whole nation. 
It 
Is 
incumb ent 
upon 
every 
man 
throughout this country not only to 
hold up y our hands in the course y ou 
have b een following, hut to show his 
realization that the m atter is one of 
vital concern to us all. 
All thoughtful men must feel the 
gravest 
alarm over the growth 
of 
ly nching in this country , and especial 
ly over the peculiarly hideous forms 
so often taken b y mob violence when 
colored men are the victims; on which 
occasion the mob seems to lay most 
weight, not on the crime, b ut on the 
color of the criminal 
In a certain 
proportion 
of these eases the 
man 
ly nched has b een guilty of a crime so 
rib le b ey ond description; a crime so 
horrib le that as far as he himself is 
concerned he has forfeited the right 
to any kind of sy mpafhy whatsoever. 
The feeling of all good citizens that 
such a hideous crime shall not b e 
hideously punished b y mob violence is 
due not in the least to sy mpathy for 
the 
criminal, b ut to a very 
lively 
sense of the train of dreadful conse­ 
q uences which follow the course taken 
b y the mob In exacting inhuman ven­ 
geance for an inhuman wrong. 
In 
such cases, moreover, It is well to re­ 
memb er that the criminal not merely 
sins against humanity in inexpiab le 
and unpardonab le fashion, b ut sins 
particularly against his own race, and 
does them a wrong far greater than 
any white man can possib ly do them. 
Therefore. In such cases the colored 
people throughout the land should in 
every possib le way show their b elief 
that they , more than all others in the 
community are horrified at the com­ 
mission of such a crime and are pc 
cullarly 
concerned in taking 
every 
possib le measure to prevent its re­ 
currence and to b ring the criminal to 
immediate justice. 
The slightest lack 
of vigor either in denunciation of the 
crime or in b ringing the criminal to 
Justice is itself unpardonab le. 
Moreover, every effort should b e 
made under the law to expedite the 
proceedings of justice in the case of 
such an awful crime. But It cannot b e 
necessary in order to accomplish this 
to deprive any citizen of those funda­ 
mental rights to b e heard in his own 
defense which are so dear to us ail 
and which lie at the root of our lib ­ 
erty . 
It certainly ought to b e possi 
b ls b y the proper adm inistratIon of 
the laws to secure swift vengeance 
upon the crim inal; and the 
b est and 
Immediate efforts of all legislators, 
judges 
and cttisens should 
b e ad­ 
dressed to securing such reforms, In 
our legal procedure se to leave no 
vestige of excuse for those misguided 
men who undertake to reap vengeance 
through violent methods. 
Men who have b een guilty of a 
crime like rape or murder should b e 
visited with swift and certain punish­ 
ment and the Just effort made b y the 
courts to protect them in their rights 
should under no circumstances b e per­ 
verted into perm itting any mere tech­ 
nicality to avert or delay their pun­ 
ishm ent The sub stantial rights of the 
?riso« er to a fair trial must, of course. 
ie guaranteed, as y ou have so Justly 
insisted that they should b e; b ut sub - 
ect to this guarantee, the law must 
work swiftly and surely and all the 
agents of the law should realize the 
wrong they do when they permit Jus­ 
tice to b e delay ed or thw arted for tech­ 
nical or Insufficient reasons. We must 
show that the law Is adeq uate to deal 
with crim* b y freeing it from every 
vestige of technicality m d delay . 
This m atter of ly nching would b e a 
terrib le thing ev en if it stopped with 
the ly nching of men gility of the In­ 
human and hideous crime of rape; but 
as a matter of fact, lawlessness of 
this ty pe ntv er does itop a ld nev sr 


can stop In such fashion. 
Every vio­ 
lent man in the community is encour­ 
aged b y * every case of ly nching in 
which the ly nchers go unpunished, to 
take the law into his own hands when­ 
ever it suits his own convenience. The 
spirit of lawlessness grows with what 
it feeds on, and when mob s with im­ 
punity ly nch criminals for one cause, 
they are certain to b egin to ly nch 
real, or alleged, criminals for other 
causes. 
In the recent cases of ly nch­ 
ing over three-fourths were not for 
rape at all. b ut for murder, attem pted 
murder and even less heinous offenses. 
Surely , no patriot can fail to see the 
fearful b rutalization and deb asement 
which the indulgence of such a spirit 
and such practices inevitab ly portend. 
Surely , all pub lic men. ail writers for 
the 
daily press, all clergy men, 
all 
teachers, all who In any way have a 
right to address the pub lic, should 
with every energy unite to denounce 
such crimes and to support those en­ 
gaged in putting them down. . As a 
people we claim the right to speak 
with peculiar emphasis for freedom 
and for fair treatm ent of all men with­ 
out regard to differences of race, for­ 
tune, creed or color. 
We forfeit the 
right to speak, when we commit or 
condone such crimes as these of which 
I speak. 
The natton, like the individual, can 
not commit a crime with impunity . If 
we are guilty of lawlessness and b ru­ 
tal violence, whether our guilt con­ 
sists in active participation therein or 
in mere connivance and encourage­ 
m ent we Bhall assuredly suffer later 
on b ecause of what we have done. 
The corner-stone of this repub lic, as of 
all free governments, is respect for, 
and ob edience to. tho law. Therefore, 
when we permit the law to b e defied 
or evaded, whether b y rich man or 
poor man. b y b lack man or white man, 
we are b y just so much weakening the 
b onds of our civilira ion and increas­ 
ing the chances of its ovei throw, and 
of the sub stitution there for a sy stem 
In which there shall b e violent alter 
nations of anarchy and ty ranny .

The

accordance with the laws of the order 
and that the Grand Lodge had no right 
to v ote money to the Rathbone Sisters 
for the erection of the proposed home. 
Issues were then formed and the case 
was taken to the Supreme Tribunal in 
the nature of a friendly snit. 
By the 
decision of the higher tribunal the de­ 
cision of the Indiana tribunal was af­ 
firmed, the Supreme Tribunal holding 
practically the same—that under the 
laws of the order an appropriation of 
thisnatnre oonld not be made. 
The Supreme Tribunal is the highest 
court in tile order and is the court of 
last resort, the same as the United 
States Supreme Court would be in civ il 
affairs. 
From the decision of this 
tribunal there is no appeal, and accord­ 
ingly the lands for this purpose must bo 
deriv ed from some other source.
